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American imperialism, injustices towards 
minorities denounced by Hilliard, Garry

David Hilliard, of the Black Panther 
Party and Charles Garry, its defense 
counse!, gave rousing and provocative 
speeches last Thursday, Oct. 30, in the 
Men’s Gym for the ‘‘Rebellion in Ameri- 
ca” class (Govt, 196) taught by Professor 
Richard Hughes of the government depart- 
ment, An estimated crowd of 1,500 
people attended, Charles Garry started 
off with a vigorous denunciation of the 
injustices towards minorities which per- 
vades America’s judicial system. His 
speech was foliowed by Hilliard’s, which 
inveighed against the ‘‘facism’’ and ‘‘im- 


perialism” in America and gave a general 
outline of what the Black Panther Party 
was going to do about it. 

Garry began his speech with an an- 
nouncement that if there were any CIA 
agents in the audience taking notes, they 
rould get a recording cf the speech at 
the end of the session. He then remarked 
on how unfortunate it was for people to 
worry about undercover agents and secret 
informers, 

In coming to the topic of his speech, 
Garry said, ‘‘The present American juris- 
prudence is obsolete,’’ not for ‘‘corporate 
interests’ and the like, but for minority 
groups, militants, and those advocating a 
“social revolution, a change for a better 


{ Referendum is scheduled 


| on mandatory activity fees

Will Sacramento State students become 
precedent setters? The results will be 
known after the referendum concerning 
the mandatory activity fees is voted on 
Nov. 19 and 20. Never before in the 
California state college system have stu- 
dents taken issue with the money they pay 
| for campus activities. Possibly except 
for California State at Fullerton, where 
rumors of the same action are starting, 
never has the mandatory activity fees 
been challenged. The referendum deals 
with the choice of changing the fees to 
voluntary, or leaving them mandatorv. 

The referendum’s inception was a peti- 
tion circulated at registration by John 
Wagner. The matter has now reached 
the stage where a special election is 
being set up, under the provisions of 
Title 5 in the State Education Code. 
Since the referendum concerns financial 
matters of the college, the special election 
falls under the jurisdiction of college 
; administration. Under Title 5 of the 
State Education Code, any referendum 
petition concerning financial matters of 
the school must have the signatures of 
20% of the fulltime students before it is 
valid, Wagner secured ‘‘in excess of 
the 20%’ needed to bring the matter to 
the attention of the college administration. 
After President Otto Butz, who is the 
presiding authority in matters of this 
sort, had the signatures checked, pro- 
ceedings were instigated to set up th 


election. 

The ASSSC does not have any part in 
the election, other than an open forum 
planned by student president Steve Whit- 
more and debate coach Mr. Michael Dues. 
The forum, utilizing the talents of SSC’s 
debate team, is tentatively scheduled for 
Nov. 18, the day before the voting. All 
interested students are invited to partici- 
pate in the audience question and answer 
period planned in the format of the forum. 
The forum will start at noon in the quad 
with two speakers dividing the pro and con 
arguments of the issue for 10 minutes 
each. Following will be an open audience 
reply session for 30 minutes, with micro- 
phones set up on the sides for easy access. 
Afterward, each of the two original speak- 
ers will be allowed ‘ive minutes for sum- 
mary. The forum is an attempt to bring 
both factions in the issue together for an 
airing of arguments and ideas. 

In order to promote strict fairness in 
the college administrative run election, 
administrative vice-president Darrell In- 
abnit and student activities advisor Tom 
Griffith are sticking close to the Education 
Code rules for running an election of this 
sort. Technica! elements of the election 
show provisions for two polling places, 
each to be super’ ised by a facuity member. 
The polling procedure dictates that the 
student body will be divided alphabeticaily 
between the two booths on each of the two 
days until 6 p.m. when both booths will 
be consolidated to handle anyone. The 
polling booths will be located in front of 
the library and Dougiass Hall. 


America,”’ for ‘‘economic equality and 
social justice.” Garry asserted that it 
was ‘impossible to eliminate racism 
or even subconscious racism,”’ 


Garry pointed out that one of the 
defects was that grand juries were ‘‘hand- 
picked” by the superior court judges, 
that there was no “‘objective standard’ 
by which the jurors were chosen, and 
thus they tended to be those with whom 
the judge was acquainted, i.e. those who 
went to the same ‘‘country club.” Garry 
stated that only 2 to 6 percent of the 
cases are taken before the grand jury 
by the prosecutor, the rest go to the 
information hearings. Those few going 
before the grand jury tend to be ‘‘cases 
of notoriety or social significance.” The 
charges against Huey Newton, Charles 
Percy, and David Hilliard, according to 
Garry, were handed down by a grand jury. 


Charles Garry charged that there were 
inherent injustices in the election of 
petit juries (juries which decide the guilt 
or innocence of the accused). He pointed 
out that members of the jury are selected 
from the voter registration lists. He then 
quoted the Kerner Report stating, ‘Ghetto 
1esidents have lost faith in the system,” 
am inferred therefrom that they don’t 
register to vote and are thus ‘‘under 
represented on the jury roles.”” He con- 
cluded that we have ‘‘white, middle class, 
old jurors judging young men and women 
who want to change this country.’’ 


Garry did mention that in one case 
there was one black man oa the jury. 
He was a middle class banking execu- 
tive, one whom they thought to be “a 
real Uncle Tom,’’ but had turned out to 
be a “solid black man,” 


In mentioning the Huey Newton case, 
Garry asserted that it ‘has so many 
reversable errors that an appeals court 
of several racist judges would reverse 
the decision.”’ 


In referring to another case, Garry 
stated that a Warren Wells was tried 
three times. The second time, the jury 
voted ll to 1 to acquit Wells of all four 
charges. He pointed out that charges 
are usually dropped if the prosecution 
was unsuccessful the second time and to 
go @ third time was ‘‘not prosecution, 
but persecution.’’ Garry said that a new 
prosecutor was brought in especially to 
prosecute the case, The jury was all 
white since the prosecutor had used his 
preemptory challenges to keep all the black 
persons off the jury, and Warren Wells 
was convicted. Garry stated that the jury 
foreman was quoted as saying that they 


| were confused so they voted him guilty. 


Garry then stated, ‘| charge the prose- 
cution with subordination to perjury!” 
and challenged the prosecutor to sue him 
for libel pointing out that there was no 
immunity in this situation. 


In remarking on the trial of the ‘‘Chi- 
cago eight,’ Garry mentioned that he was 
unable to represent Bobby Seale because 
of a gall bladder operation, though he 
had spent four months preparing for the 
case, He stated that his request for a 
continuance was refused even though the 
same judge was granting continuance re- 
quests at that time for other attorneys 
when they were traveling overseas with 
their wives. 


According to Garry, Bobby Seale had 
sat through several weeks of the trial 
politely requesting the right to conduct 
his own defense stating that he had fired 
the attorney assigned to him. The request 
was refused. Then Bobby Seale, after 
all that, disrupted the proceedings and 
called the judge, among other things, a 
‘‘fascist’’ and he was thereupon chained 
to a chair and gagged ‘‘like a wild ani- 
mal.’’ 


Garry pointed out that it was the 
constitutional right of every man to con- 
duct his own defense. That even in Nazi 
Germany, an individual who was accused 
of burning down the Reichstag was given 
the right to defend himself. 


Charles Garry ended the speech saying, 
‘’m ashamed to be anAmericanlawyer!”’ 
David Hilliard then got up to speak. 


himself as 4 ‘‘Marxist- 
Leninist,’’ he charged that ‘‘U.S, imperial- 
ists are the descendants of pirates,”’ and 
this system exists becausé it exploits 
others, In analyzing history, Hilliard 
stated that first the lrish immigrants 4 
and later the Italian fought 
for self-determination. The Italian Black 
Panther Party, said Hilliard, was mani- 
fested in the Mafia. And then they entered 
into a coalition with the WASPs to exploit 


the black people. 


Hilliard then said, ‘‘biack people are 
still slaves,” He said that the aim of 
the Black Panther Party was to conserve 
the Constitution. ‘‘In order to conserve 
the Constitution, it will be necessary to 
use force against those who violate it.”’ | 


Hilliard charge that there have been 
‘67 political prisoners since Huey New- f 
ton,” and that in New York, they have 
kept them in jail by jacking ‘‘the bail 
sky high.”’ 


He continued, ‘‘We are recognized as 
part of the world revolution,’’ and each 
person had the choice of being 2 part of 
the ‘‘world revolution’”’ or of the ‘‘forces 
of reaction’ which include President Nixon 
(*who doesn’t deserve anything short of 
a firing squad!!’’), Ronald Reagan, and 
the Board of Regents. Those in the 
“forces of reaction who stand in the way 
of progress’’ will be ‘‘eliminated physi-

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MUSICAL UNDERGROUND 


New sounds

Phew! The more I listen to ‘‘Abbey Road’’ on 2 good stereo, the 
happier | am. The more I listen to reviewers gripe about the retail 
price, the less I care. This is an incredible album and worth more 
than anyone can afford. It’s tempting to review this album agzin, I 
love it so much. All I could do, however, is throw superlatives 
around, so let’s get into some new sides: 

‘‘Arthur” by the KINKS is another rock classic from. this distinctive 
British rock group. They have been turning out consistently iine pro- 
ducts over the last 5 to 6 years. 

Ray Davies, songwriter and lead singer, wrote the opera-like rock 
piece for a BBC television program. The story is cohesive and the 
instrumental work is the best they’ve ever done. 

This is one of those albums that bears many complete listenings 
before a subjective verdict is reached. As a whole, the rock play is 
another must for al! collectors of contemporary music. 

Individual tunes glow like dawn and sunset combined. ‘‘Victoria,”’ 
‘‘Shang-ri-la,”” and ‘‘Some Mother’s Son’’ are all fine, fine songs. 
Vocally the group has never been stronger. The only sad note pre- 
vailing is the possibility that very few people will ever hear it, as the 
popularity of the KINKS is not what it used to be. Oh well... 

LED ZEPPELIN’s second LP is out, and it’s better than the first. 
Still, how long can YOU listen to hard, hard rock albums? I'd imagine 
that this LP wil! last for three months and then be put away for two and 
the process repeated. 

Not much can really be said, except that they’re still stealing riffs 
from old biues sides. (And doing them better, of course), Still, I'd 
like to see some original! trips besides the arrangements. 

Jimmy Page is once again impeccable in his lead work. Robert 
Plant is improving. 

FLEETWOOD MAC has taken their hit with ‘‘Albatross’’ seriously 
and recorded an album of instrumental tracks and rock tunes. For a 
blues band, this is not remarkable, Mayall did it. 

Peter Green, guitarist and guiding light of the group, has effectively 
created a new style of rock presentation. The album sounds like no 
one but FLEETWOOD MAC, but the trip is no longer blues. 

The instrumentals are both pretty and driving, and a little bit trying 
at times. I would rather see a greater exploitation of the fine voices of 
Danny Kirwin, Green & Jeremy Spencer. 

Don’t misinterpret, the vocal work present is highly polished and 
individual, but I’d like to see much, much more, Green’s voice is 
incredibly emotional, Spencer’s is gutteral and convincing, and Kirwin’s 
is pop-oriented, 

All the vocalists play completely different styles of lead guitar. 
Collectively this is one of the strongest bands to debut in the last two 
years. Individually, the talent is overflowing. They’ve moved from
